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XIV. Nothing in this Act contained shall extend or he deemed 
or taken to extend to the Assessment of Rates in the County of 
the City of Dublin, but for the Purpose of making the Assess- 
ments mentioned in this Act the Portions of the North and 
South Dublin Unions situate in the County of Dublin shall he taken 5 
to be separate Unions situate wholly within the said County ; and the 
Duties required by this Act to be discharged by Boards of Guardians, 
Clerks of Poor Law Unions, or by any of the Members of such

Chairman thereof to state and sign a Case setting forth the Facts 
and the Grounds of such Determination for the Opinion thereon of
